A  new  year  means  a  new  beginning, 
and  what  better  time  could  there  be 
to  welcome  our  new  members  than 
now?  When  we  speak  of  joining  a 
new  group,  we  use  the  word  “belong”. 
All  of  us  belong  to  many  organizations 
and  associations.  We  pay  our  dues, 
go  to  an  occasional  meeting — if  at  all 
— read  the  mail  and  thus  express  our 
belonging.  But  to  belong  to  a  syna¬ 
gogue  is  quite  another  thing. 

We  are  all  aware  of  the  fact  that 
the  family  as  an  institution  is  under¬ 
going  many  changes  and  is  often  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  in  a  state  of  crisis. 
There  is  no  denying  the  fact  that  the 
strength  of  the  family  has  been 
eroded  these  past  few  years  due  to  a 
variety  of  reasons.  Changing  moral 
standards,  greater  mobility,  urban 
living,  have  all  contributed  to  this 
social  phenomenon.  The  era  of  the 
extended  family  is  a  fond  remem¬ 
brance  of  things  past;  the  halcyon 
days  of  the  resident  grandparents  and 
visiting  aunts  and  uncles  with  cousins 
as  playmates  are  quick  flashes  in  old 
family  movies.  There  was  a  sense  of 
stability  and  continuity  which  many 
of  us  knew  in  our  childhood,  some¬ 
thing  our  children  do  not  know.  It 
is  this  sense  of  rootedness  and  be¬ 
longing  which  so  many  young  people 
are  seeking  today,  as  they  search  for 
groups  and  cults  which  will  give  them 
that  serenity  and  self-esteem  they 
need  so  desperately. 

Our  synagogue  has  long  been  known 
as  a  warm  family  group — an  extended 
family,  if  you  will — people  who  care 
about  each  other,  who  will  do  for 
each  other,  who  feel  for  one  another. 
As  we  welcome  our  new  members  we 
invite  them  to  join  the  family,  to 
share  our  cares,  to  rejoice  with  us, 
to  feel  as  one  of  us.  Then  the  word, 
“belong”,  will  take  on  a  new  meaning 
and  a  new  depth  which  will  add  a 
new  dimension  to  all  our  lives.

Movies  of  Rabbi  Nadich 
Given  to  Israel 

Motion  picture  films  taken  by  Rabbi 
Nadich  during  World  War  II  and 
earlier  have  recently  been  given  by 
him  to  Israeli  institutions.  Copies  of 
a  reel  of  400  feet  of  16  mm.  film  have 
gone  to  the  RAD  Archives  of  the 
Hebrew  University  and  to  Kibbutz 
Lohamei  Hagettaot.  The  Hebrew  Uni¬ 
versity  is  building  a  collection  of  films 
related  to  the  history  of  Israel.  The 
Kibbutz  was  responsible  for  creating 
the  well-known  motion  picture,  “The 
Eighty-First  Blow”,  concerning  the 
Holocaust  and  has  now  begun  a  new 
project — a  film  to  show  what  hap¬ 
pened  to  the  survivors.  Clips  of  Rabbi 
Nadich’s  film  will  appear  in  it.  The 
film  by  Rabbi  Nadich  shows  the 
Dachau  concentration  camp,  a  number 
of  displaced  persons  camps  and  sani- 
toria,  historic  shots  of  General  Eisen¬ 
hower  and  the  late  Prime  Minister  Jan 
Masaryk  of  Czecho-Slovakia  in  Prague 
and  the  Alt-Neue  Synagogue  and  its 
famous  cemetery  in  that  city.  The 
film  was  shown  to  classes  in  our 
religious  school  in  observance  of 
Holocaust  Day  last  spring. 

In  addition,  copies  of  4  reels  con¬ 
taining  1500  feet  of  film  taken  by 
Rabbi  Nadich  during  the  summer  of 
1937  will  be  placed  in  the  collec¬ 
tions  of  the  University  and  the 
kibbutz.  The  films  are  of  the  old 
Warsaw  ghetto,  the  Jewish  community 
of  Pinsk,  Palestine  and  the  World 
Zionist  Congress  in  Zurich.  The  kib¬ 
butz  will  also  use  clips  of  this  film 
in  their  picture. 

Interviews  with  Rabbi  Nadich  were 
taped  for  use  in  the  new  picture  and, 
earlier  this  year,  by  the  Ben  Gurion 
University  af  the  Negev  at  Beer  Sheva 
for  its  Ben  Gurion  Institute.  Both 
tapes  deal  with  the  liberation  of  the 
concentration  camps  and  its  aftermath 
in  the  D.P.  camps.  The  earlier  tape 
pays  particular  attention  to  Ben 
Gurion’s  visit  to  the  American  zone 
of  Germany  in  the  autumn  of  1945.

Joy  In  Judaism 


The  holiday  of  Simhat  Torah  re¬ 
calls  the  significance  of  simha,  of  joy, 
in  Judaism.  Though  one  often  thinks 
of  religion  as  a  solemn  affair — and  it 
sometimes  is — joy  is  central  to  Jewish 
religious  experience.  The  daily  prayers 
exclaim:  “Happy  are  we!  How  good 
is  our  destiny,  how  beautiful  our 
heritage” — for  we  are  joyful  at  being 
alive,  and  at  being  Jews. 


Moreover,  the  Torah  specifically 
commands  us  to  be  joyful  on  the 
Festivals.  Such  joy  is  not  only  a  state 
of  mind,  but  is  a  part  of  celebrating 
holidays  with  feasting  and  good  cheer. 
Festive  foods,  kiddush  and  singing 
are  the  practical  ways  in  which  such 
joy  is  expressed.  Festive  dress  adds  to 
the  atmosphere  which  transforms  just 
another  day  into  a  special  time  of 
joy. 


The  holiday  of  Sukkot,  in  parti¬ 
cular,  is  a  time  of  extra  simha,  for 
the  Torah  repeats  the  injunction  tol 
rejoice  during  these  days.  There  are 
Hasidim  in  Jerusalem  who  refrain 
from  being  entertained  by  instrumental 
music  all  year  long.  Except  on  Sukkot. 
Then,  guitars  and  accordians  can  be 
brought  into  their  houses  of  study 
and  joy  reigns. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  Sukkot 
Festival  comes  the  separate  holiday 
of  Simhat  Torah.  The  Torah  is  the 
greatest  source  of  joy.  It  is  a  light  and 
a  guide,  and  when  its  reading  is  com¬ 
pleted  and  begun  once  again,  the  time 
is  especially  ripe  for  joy. 


The  Torah,  though  the  reason  for 
joy,  needs  Jews  who  face  Her  filled 
with  joy.  Religion  could,  in  theory, 
be  thought  of  as  dry  and  didactic, 
if  not  permeated  with  joy.  It  is  simha 
that  Jews  are  bidden  to  bring  into 
religious  observance — zeal  and  excite¬ 


ment  should  accompany  the  commands 
of  religious  life. 

Be  joyful — especially  on  the  Festi-( 
vals.  It  not  only  makes  good  sense,  it 
is  a  religious  duty  as  well!

publicity,  concerts,  attendance,  sched¬ 
uling  and,  of  course,  music.  She  is 
Chairperson  of  the  newly  formed 
Music  Committee  which  is  concerned 
with  new  musical  projects.  Mrs. 
Frommer  is  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Council,  the  Building  Fund  Committee, 
the  Membership  Committee,  the  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Club,  the  School  Board  and 
the  Women’s  Evening  Group.  Last 
year  she  was  a  Committee  Chairman 
of  the  Dinner  Dance.  In  the  local 
community,  Mrs.  Frommer  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Columbia  Grammar  and  Prepara¬ 
tory  School  which  her  two  sons  attend. 
She  is  also  a  member  of  the  Parent’s 
Association  and  was  Chairperson  of 
the  Annual  Fund  Raising  Benefit  for 
the  school. 

Deeply  committed  to  Jewish  educa¬ 
tion,  Elbe  emphasizes  that  “when  I  say 
Jewish  education,  I  don’t  mean  only 
education  by  the  book.

Supportive  of  synagogue  growth, 
Mrs.  Frommer  says:  “ .  .  .  growth 
means  strength.”  Her  Jewish  commit¬ 
ment  centers  around  the  synagogue 
and  she  encourages  newcomers  to  get 
involved.

Harold  Friedman :  Continued  from  page  1 

It  was  through  HIAS  that  Mr. 
Friedman  was  first  inspired  to  be  the 
active  and  generous  participant  he  is 
in  the  jewish  community,  and  Mr. 
Friedman  still  talks  passionately  about 
his  early  days  at  HIAS  where  he  saw 
at  first  hand,  Jewish  poverty  and  op¬ 
pression.  He  and  his  wife,  Sylvia, 
travelled  all  over  the  world,  working 
to  get  Jewish  people  out  of  countries 
where  life  was  very  bad.  “We  met 
.the  trains  and  the  planes  all  over  the 
world  .  .  .  people  .  .  .  dying  to  get  out 
because  they  wanted  their  children  to 
be  brought  up  in  a  free  country.  .  .  .  ” 
The  Friedmans  helped  to  get  Jews 
out  of  Poland,  Rumania,  Yugoslavia, 
Hungary  Morocco,  Tunisia,  Egypt, 
Libya  and  other  countries  where 
Jewish  men  women,  and  children 
suffered.  He  eventually  served  as 
President  of  HIAS  for  four  years. 

It  was  natural  for  Mr.  Friedman’s 
work  with  HIAS  to  lead  to  his  involve¬ 
ment  with  UJA.  “  .  .  .  all  the  money 
we  (HIAS)  were  using  was  all  UJA 
money.  .  .  .  UJA  was  the  umbrella  or¬ 
ganization.  Without  UJA,  there  would 
be  nothing.”  Currently  he  is  serving 
on  the  UJA  Board  of  Directors  and 
the  Board  of  Governors.  He  also 
is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  United  Israel  Appeal; 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Council  of  Jewish  Federations;  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Federation 
of  Jewish  Philanthropies;  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  National  UJA;  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  UJA-Fed- 
eration;  the  Board  of  the  Jewish 
Agency.  Mr.  Friedman  is  a  member 
of  the  UJA  Cabinet  Committee,  and 
an  Executive  Committee  Member  of 
the  American  Joint  Distribution  Com¬ 
mittee. 

With  all  these  commitments,  Mr. 
Friedman  still  found  time  to  serve  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  and  has  contri¬ 
buted  his  expertise  to  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Mr.  Friedman  is  currently  President 
of  American  ORT  Federation.  ORT 
creates  and  maintains  technical  and 
vocational  schools  all  over  the  world. 
With  the  common  sense  of  the  suc¬ 
cessful  businessman  that  he  is,  Mr. 
Friedman  applauds  self  sufficiency. 
ORT  “  .  .  .  teaches  people  how  to 
make  a  living  for  themselves.  Those 
people  will  never  be  on  relief.” 

Professionally,  Mr.  Friedman  has 
been  in  the  brokerage  business  all  his 
life.  He  began  as  an  office  boy  and 
is  now  the  operations  partner  of  a 
large  Wall  Street  firm.  He  is  a  certi¬ 


fied  Public  Accountant  who  attended 
St.  John’s  University,  City  College, 
and  New  York  University.  It  was  at 
City  College  where  he  met  his  wife  who 
is  now  a  practicing  psychologist.  Mrs. 
Friedman  is  also  very  much  involved 
with  Jewish  affairs  and  is  on  the 
Board  of  NYANA.  And  the  Board  of 
the  UJA.
